Mr. Butler proceeded to sny that 
in February over 30 Chinese Govern- 
ment ordinances were repealed by 
the Pelping Provisional Government, 
nnd: in May it was announced that 
the Peiping tax administration had 
-decided to allow the opening of 300 
opium dens. 

The Provisional Government had 
issued certain ordinances for the 
control of the traffic, the effect of 
which it was not yet possible to 
estimate. 


POSITION IN PEIPING 


He was bound to give the House 
the information he possessed, and it 
appeared to His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, that since the formal repeal of 
the Chinese Government's ordinances, 
oplum pipes and smoking necessoricn 
began to be offered openly for sale 
on stalls and in the markets at Pel- 
Bing. ‘ 

Innumerable drug stores were 
opened, until at the present, there 
was scarcely o single store where 
drugs could not be bought openly and 


indulged In. 

Viscount Hatifax had no definite 
information beyond the published 
budgct figures of 1938 regarding 
Manchuria, but a report on the drug 
situation had been called from the 
British representative there. 

The conditions in Central China did 
not appear to be so serious. The 
Nanking Provisional Government had 
recently promulgated ordinances 
laimed at controlling the traffic, but 
ihe was not able to give definite in- 

formation as regards thelr Skely re- 
} sult. 

Mr. Butler said that, taken toxether 
with the information he gave about 
the growth of heroin, {t would seem 
there had been distinct Increases in 
these various parts of ihe Far East.

JAPANESE ATTITUDE

Sirdhana Arrives With 
Japanese Trawlor 


An. eventful 500-mile tow was 
completed when the B.LS.N. Com- 
puny'’s steamer Sirdhuna arrived in 
Hongkong carly yesterduy morning. 
At the harbour limits a tug relicv= 
ed her of her charge, a large Japan. 
ese fishing trawler, and she came to 
her berth at Kowloon two days be- 
hind schedule. ne 


Bound from Singupore, the Sird- 
hana was just south of the Paracel 
Islands when the launch was notic- 
ed, flying a flag beneath a_ basket 
fo indicate that she was in distress, 
She was wallowing helplessly in a 
fatrly heavy sea, and a bad list to 
port mnude it nppenr that she had 
taken some water aboard. 


A line was first flonted to her on 
an Hfebuoy, but this did not hold 
and the Sirdhana then fired ‘n rocket 
line abourd, being successful against 
a dificult wind in one shot, Haw. 
ever, no-one on the trawler spoke 
English and it was so dificult. to 
reach m mutual understanding that 
the captain of the trawler at last 
decided to come on board the Sird- 
hana and did so by swimming the 
few yards between tac two vessels. 

It was then possible for Captair 
P. Faolrbuirn, of the Sirdhana, to 
Yearn of the trawler's mishap, but 
only through » complex, amusing 
system of Interpretation. Captain 
Fairbairn spoke in English to the 
feompradore, who pussed his words 
on in Chinese to a Chinese cook, 
the only other on bourd who could 
speak Chinese, who then spoke to 
the trawler’s captain’ in Japanese.

Africa To-morrow 


HE M.CC. cricketers in South 
Africa under the captaincy of 
Walter Hammond will embark to- 
morrow on the task of regaining 
possession of the “rubber” which 
has not been wan ‘by England since 
¥.T. Mann's team visited the Union 
in 1922-23. It is generally consider- 
ed in South Africa that the M.C.C. 
has sent out its strongest side for 50 
years. For -the.first time, England 
will bo represénted by the full 
strength of its home cleven, with 
Hammond leading a model tenm—the 
sort of side that the student of cricket 
would pick from the formula of the 
text book, The matches played by the 
tourists to date’ confirm the high 
opinion held of the team at the begin- 
ning of the visit, and no doubt the 
chances are that England will win the 
series, which begins at Johannesburg 
to-morrow. Four ‘days have been 
allocated to cach Test match, and the 
First Test will be played on Decem- 
ber 24, 26, 27 and 28; the Second 
on December 31, January 2, 3 and 
4; the Third on Jonuary 20, 21, 23 
and 24; the Fourth on February 18, 
20, 21 and 22; and the Fifth on March 
3, 4, 6 and 7,

Sir Pelham stated, “We 
all know Melville as a very good 
cricketer, and he was 9 very succeri~ 
ful captain both for Oxford and for 
Sussex. Naturally I cannot hope 
that he will lead South Africa to 


victory, but I am certain that he will 
get the best out of his side.”

| CUSTOMS 
TARIFFS 


Drastic Restrictions 
In North China 


Shanghal, Dec, 22. 

Reports are freely circulating in 
usually well-informed circles In 
Ticntsin, according to a report from 
that city, that a number of changes 
in Customs tariffs for North China 
are at present under consideration. 

It is understood that last month 
the Peiping Provisional Government 
authorities drew up a Ust, of items 
the importation of which it was pro- 
posed to restrict drastically. The 
ist is sald to comprise 95 numbered 
sections, including all luxuries. 

The German Chamber of Com- 
merce reports that it has obtained an 
advance list which, It is stated, would 
later ‘be made available to other im- 
porters, 

The authorities in close touch with 
the Provisional Government denied 
the reports when they were first 
circulated, and since the announce- 
ment of the American credit loan to 
the Chinese Government and the re- 
ported impending British loan, re- 
ports of revision of the Customs 
tariffs have begun to cirtulate with 
Rreater persistency. Rumours go as 
[far us to suggest that there will be a 
prohibition on the import of all but 
Japanese goods into North China, 


Revenuo Increases 

None of these reports or rumours 
can be confirmed, but it is the 
general impression here that the 
final intentions of the Provisional 
Government have not yet crystallsed. 

Imports Into Tientsin. have in- 
creased heavily during recent months 
and Customs revenue. hus rocketed. 
The inereases are generally believed 
to Indicate, firstly, that goods are 
again reaching consumers in the 
interior, secondly, that Importers in- 
creased thelr stocks owing to fears 
of extreme restrictions against im- 
ports, ond, thirdly, uncertainty over 
the currency situation resulted in 
goods being hoarded: In preference 
to cash.—Reuter, 

A Trans-Ocean message from 
Shanghal says the Japanese authorl- 
tles there profess compicte ignorance 
of the matter, 


The Customs authorities state that 
officially they have received no In- 
formation to that effect and that no 
definite ban wad been imposed so far 
but they add that they are uware 
that Import restrictlons are to be 
tightened up considerably in the noar 
future, . 


Japancse Report 


Shanghai, Dec. 22. 

Conlirmation of reports thnt a res 
vision of Customs tariff In North 
China might be expected in the near 
future was given by the Japanese 
news ngency Domvet- to-day, , It states 
that revision of the present tariff is 
one of the questions to be discussed 
nt a meeting of representatives of 
both the Reformed and Provisional 
Governments which opened in Pei- 
ping to-day, Other questions to be 
discussed include regulation of raw 
cotton exports, postal administration, 
consolidated tax system, exportation 
of raw materials and control of trade. 

The. adhesion of the federated 
Mongolian Autonomous Government 
and the recently formed Canton Peace 
Maintenance Commission to the joint 
commission ‘of the two Governments 
will also come up for discussion, it ls 
understood.

INQUEST ON 
WOMAN 


Death Follows Septic 
Condition 


An inquiry was held at the Cen- 
tral Magistracy yesterday into the 
denth of a woman, Li Sam-foon, 29, 
at the Tung Wah Hospital on No- 
vember 26, Mr, R, A. D. Forrest sat 
ag Coroner, assisicd by a jury com~= 
prising Mcssra, F. %. M. da Siiva, R. 
C. Wallace and Fung Kim-sheung. 

Inspector C. R. Rozeskwy was 
present for the police, 

The Coroner told the Jury that the 
inquiry was Into the death af a 
woman who .died from. septic peri+ 
tonitis, which «had 2 parently orl- 
inated from ao eriminal abortion. 
The duty’ of the Jury would: be to 
nscertain the enusc of death, whe- 
ther the abortion was of o criminal 
nature, and whether they should re 
cord a verdict of manslaughter 
against any .particular person: 

‘Dr, Lo Chong-fle, of Tung Wah 
Hospital, was the first witness. He 
sald a woman named Li Sam-foon, 
20, wns admitted Into a first-class 
ward in the hospital about 8.35 a.m. 
on October 25. She complained of a 
pain in the abdomen, which she said 
had started the day before, and was 
getting worse, The woman also told 
the doctor that she had given birth 
to n three-months-old foetus a month 
previowly, 

Further questioned, she insisted 
the paln had only begun the day 
before. Witness examined her, ‘found 
her to be suffering from peritonitis, 
and advised‘her to undergo an opcra~ 
tlon if she wished to live, Though 
unwilling: at first, the deceased later 
gave her consent, and witness per- 
formed the operation as the Supcrin- 
tendent, Dr. Yu Chiu-kwong, was not 
Well that day. 

Operating under a general ane 
aesthetic, witness found the woman's 
ubdomen to be full of pus welling up 
from the abdominal cavity. As the 
patient was in a wenls condition, wit+ 
ness did not explore the abdomen 
nh great extent, There was also the 
danger of spreading infection, Wit- 
ness closed the abdomen, 

‘After the operation, the woman's 
condition was critical, with a high 
temperature. This condition = re- 
mained for a few days. On October 
31, witness was given certain in- 
formation by a nurse, os a result of 
which he went to see the patient and 
questioned her regarding the real 
history of her case. 


An Admission 


The woman told witness that two 
weelts prior to her entering hospital, 
she had visited the Po On drug 
store, somewhere {n Queen's Road 
West, and was operated upon by two 
women doctors, She said they had 
used forceps, She was conscious all 
the time, ard experienced great pain 
during and after the operation. She 
never fully recovered, ond for two 
weeks suffered attacks of pain and 
chills, ‘ 

‘As she showed no improvement, 
deceased told the doctor, she was ad- 
vised by one of the women to enter 
the Tung Wah Hospital. 

After being told this, said witness, 
he {nformed Dr. Yu, who Jater in- 
formed the police. Two weelcs' after 
the operation in the hospital, de- 
ceased’s condition improved, her 
temperature returned to normal, and 
there was little pus. She appeared 
ta be more-cheerful end ...ate and 
slept well, This condition 
maintained for 10 days, 

Between November 20 and 26, her 
condition grew worse, and she died 
about 10.40 p.m. om November 26. 
Before she died, deceased had told 
witness that one of the women who 
hac operated on her was named Lam.

Dr. P. B. Willtinson, in charge of 
the Victoria Mortuary, said he per- 
formed « post-mortem examination. 
After detailing the results of his ex~ 
amination, he sald ‘deceased had dicd 
from septic peritonitis and sulse- 
quent heart failure, - 

Questioned by the Coroner, Dr. 
Wilkinson suid that In view of the 
history of the case, he had made a 
special examination of 
organs, but had found no evidence 
to show that the peritonitis had orl- 
ginated there. . 

Ho Mi, n 74-year-old woman, sald 
that the deceased was her niece und 
was employed by her. The deceased 
left her employment on September 
25, suying she was going back to the 
country. Before the women left, 
witness had. some suspicion of her 
reason for leaving, and took her to 
see n doctor, who confirmed hier sus- 
pleions that the woman wns preg- 
nants Deceased, however, denied 
ils, * , 

The deceased often went out at 
night, and sometimes stayed awny 
for a few days, said witness, She 
did not know the man deceased went 
with, Witness did nat see the de- 
ceased again after September 25. 

At this point, the Coroner asked 
the Jury whether they wished = to 
proceed further with the inquiry. 
Although {t seemed that an iilegal 
operation of sume kind had been per- 
formed, there was yet no proof that 
that operation was the cause of 
death, ‘ ‘ 

After a short consultation, the Jury 
sald they did not wish to hear morc 
evidence and returned a verdict of 
death from natural causcs duo to 
peritonitis, adding that there wea no 
evidence of any other cause of death.

Drastic Restrictions 
In North China 


. Shanghai, Dec, 22. 
Reports are freely circulating in 
usually well-informed circles in 
Tientsin, according to a report from 
that city, that a number of changes 
in Customs tariffs for North China 
are at present under consideration. 

It is understood that Iast month 
the Peiping Provisional Government 
nuthoritles drew up a list of items 
the Importation of which it was pro- 
posed to restrict drastically. The 
lst is sald to comprise 95 numbered 
sections, including all luxurics, 

The German Chumber of Com- 
merce reports that it bas obtained an 
advance Ist which, it Ls stated, would 
later be made avallable to other im~ 
porters. 

The authorities in close touch with 
|the Provisional Government denied 
the reports when they were first 
circulated, and since the announce- 
ment of the Americam credit loan to 
the Chinese Government and the re- 


ports of a revision of the Customs 
tariffs have begun to circulate with 
greater persistency. Rumours go as 
| far-as to suggest that there will be a 
prohibition on the import of all but 
Japanese goods into North China. 


Rovenue Increases 

None of these reports or rumours 
cin be confirmed, but It Js the 
general impression here that the 
final Intentions of the © Provisfonal 
Government haye not yet crystallised. 

Imports into Ticntsin have in- 
creased heavily during recent months 
and Customs revenue has rocketed. 
The Increases are. generally belleved 
to Indicate, -firstly, that goods are 
again reaching ‘ consumers jn the 
Interlor, secondly, that importers in- 
creased thelr stocks owlng to fears 
of extreme restrictions against im- 
ports, and, thirdly, uncertainty over 
the currency situntion resulted jn 
goods being hoarded in preference 
to cash.—Reuter,

British Government 
Makes Remittance 


Chungking, Dec. 23, 

The Board of Trustees for ‘the 
Administration of the Boxer Indem- 
nity Fund remitted by the British 
Government has made plans for 
sending three investization groups 
into far-off Chinese provinces. 

One group will cover Szechwan 
and Sikongz, another to northwestern 
provinces of Chinghal, Ninghsia and 
|Kansu and the. third to the south- 
western provinces” of “Kwelchow, 
Kwangsi ond Yunnan. 

Each group will be composed of 
50 members and will be divided into 
five sectlons, geology, physics and 
chemistry, economy, social science, 
and agriculture and forestry. The 
Investigators will be drafted from 
university graduates, 

Budect for each group 
porarily sct at $50,000. 

Besides the investigation groups, 
the Board will also provide for 125 
research assistants to be placed in 
the various universities, They will 
work In the laboratories, 

Material help given by the Bourd 
for China's scientific studics includcs 
also monthly subsidies to about 200 
research fellows for the study of 
various natural and. soclal science 
problems since the summer of 1938, 
A number : of specialists, holding 
foreign scholastic degrees, are being 
benefitted by this arrangement in 
continuing their researches which 
were interrupted by the Sino-~Japan- 
ese hostilities. i 

The Kansu Science Institute is also 
maintalned by the Board. This in- 
stitute concentrates Its cfforts on the 
advancement of scientific studies and 
actlvities in China’s northwest, and 
on modernisation of the province in 
collaboration with the provinclal 
authorities—Central News.

“The sufferings and uppressions we 
Koreans have been rece.ving are be- 
yond Imagination. 

“Those who cannot. endure any 
longer the Japanese oppression have 
moved to the Chinese Three Eastern 
Provinces, to share the destiny of the 
Chinese brethren there, 

“Since the beginning of the pre- 
sent war, the Japanese military had 
had in severe lesson. Comrndes of 
the Korean People’s Party have all 
ricen to revenge the grievances of 
these 20 yours, and to fight for justice, 
peace, and the mother country. Only 
the Jack of strength has made lorge- 
scale vebellion impossible. But anti- 
Japanese activities have never ceased 
for a single doy. .

“PEOPLE WHO HAVE not 
been vaccinated within the past 
three years with locally manu- 
factured lymph are urged to do 
so immediately. This especially 
applies to children,” 


Dr. P. S. Selwyn Clarke, Direc- 
tor of “Medical Services, made 
this announcement to’ the 
“Telegraph” this afternoon, 
when his attention was drawn to 
reports of the serious outbreak 
of small-pox in Shanghai. 


SHANGHAT OUTBREAK 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 22. 

Statistics of the Municipal Counct!'s 
health department refiect the serious- 
ness of the growing — small-pox 
epidemlc, which has resulted in the 
{solution of 1,013 Chinese, und 45 
foreigners since the start of the oul- 
break in October, 


The statistics showed that Chinese 
deaths totalled 331, and that 15 per 
cent, of the forcign victlms had died. 

It was.revented that 19 Britons, 
and three Americans were laid up 
with the disease, These included 
elght Britons from HLM.S. Suffolk and 
the others were chiefly — soldiers. 
Among the American victims was Mr, 
John Morris, Far Eastern manager of 
the “United Press”, who was not now 
serlous ns he had passed the eriticul 
stuge, ond was out of danger. Mrs, 
Knudson and Mr. Jordan were other 
Americans stricken. 


The statistics revealed that the 
majority of the stricken Chinese had 
never previously been vaccinated. 

The cpidemic, although not. the 
most scrluus in the history of 
Shanghai, js one of the worst outs 
breaks for 20 years, 


Vaccination campaigns had result- 
ed in 4,000 people daily being 
vaccinated, most of whom were 
Chinese who had never been vaccinat- 
ed, and who were new arrivals in 
the city, mostly farmers.—United 
Press,

The microscope is the final judge 
of the sultubility of the donor's 
blovd, for If through It the corpuscles 
fre noticed to clump together, the 
donor's blood is not suitable and It- 
would be fatal to perform the trans- 
fusion, 

The scene under the microscope 
would be re-enacted in the blood 
vessels and the patient would die of 
shock, when the corpuscles beyan to 
agglutinate, 

- ALMOST PAINLESS 

The blood transfusion is almost 
painless, A hollow sharp needle in- 
serted into a blood vessel in the 
crook of the arm, is attached to a 
rubber tube which hangs down into 
a beaker, Generally there Js a 
saline solution in the beaker. ‘The 
donor's arm Js rased and usunlly 
ubout egiht ounces of blood are 
nllowed to flow down, 

The donated blood is transfused to 
the patient by means of gravitation 
generally. Very small ill-effects are 
noticed soon after a transfusion, 
There- may. be-a-slight-. giddy --sene 
satlon which soon passes away. 

Medical men say that donating 
blood {s actually beneficial to the 
donor, They say the need for fresh 
blood to replace the donated. blood, 
stimulates the tlssues In the bone 
narrow to greater activity, and the 
blood is enriched, :

WOMAN. 


Death Follows Septic: 
Condition ‘ 


An Iingulry was held at the Cen- 
tral Magistracy yesterday into the 
death of a woman, Li Sam-foon, 29, 
at the Tung Woh Hospital on No- 
vember 20. Mr. R, A. D. Forrest sat 
os Coroner, assisted by a jury com- 
prising Messrs. F, X. M. do Silva, R. 
C, Wallace and Fung Kim-sheung. 

Inspector C, R. Rozeskwy was 
present for the police. 

The Coroner told the Jury that the 
Inquiry was Into the death of a 
avomnn who died from septic perl- 
tonitis, which had apparently orf- 
alnated~ from -a criminal abortion. 
The duty of the Jury would be to 
ascertain the cause of death, whe- 
ther the abortion was of ao criminal 
nature, and whether they should re- 
cord a verdict of manslaughter 
against any: ‘particular person, 

Dr. Lo Chong-fie, of Tung Wah 
Hospltal, was’ the first witness, He 
suid a woman named Li Same-foon, 
29, was admitted Into a- first-class 
ward in the hospital about 8.36 a.m. 
on October 25. She complained of a 

ain in the abdomen, which she sald 
fad started the day before, and was 
acttiIng worse. The woman also told 
the doctor that she had given birth 
to a three-months-old foctus a month, 
previously, 

Further questioned, she 
the pain had only begun the day 
before, Witness examined her, found 
her to be suffering from peritonitls, 
and advised her to undergo an opera- 
tion If she wished to Ilve. Though 
unwilling at first, the deceased later 
gave her consent, and witness per- 
formed the operation as the Superin- 
tendent, Dr. Yu Chlu-kwong, was not 
well that day, 

Operating under a gencral an- 
nesthetle, witness found the woman's 
ubdomen to be full of pus welllng up 
from the abdominal cavity. As the 
patlent was In a weal condition, wl'- 
ness did not explore the abdomen to 
a grent extent, There was also the 
danger of spreading infection. Wit- 
ness closed the abdomen. 

After the operation, the woman's 
condition was critical, with a high 
temperature, This condition re- 
mained for a few days. On October 
31, witness was given certaln in- 
formation by o nurse, as a result of 
which he went to see the patlent and 
questioned her regarding the real 
history of her case. 


An Admission 


The woman told witness that two 
weeks prior to her entering hospital, 
she had visited the Po On drug 
store, somewhere in Queen's Road 
West, and was operated upon by two 
women doctors. She sald they had 
used forceps. She was consclous all 
the time, and experienced great pain 
during and after the operation. She 
never fully recovered,’ and. for two 
weeks suffered attacks of pain and 
chills. 

As she showed no- improvement, 
deceased told the doctor, she was ud- 
vised by one of the women to enter 


-| the Tung Wah Hospital, 


After being told this, sald witness, 
he informed Dr. Yu, who later in- 
formed the police. Two weeks’ after 
the operation In the’ hospital, de- 
ceascd’s condition Improved, her 
temperature returned to normal, and 
there was little pus. She appeared 
to be more cheerful and ate and 
slept. well. This condition 
maintained for 10 days.

Drastic Restrictions 
In North China - 


Shanghai, Dec, 22. 

Reports are freely circulating: in 
usually. well-informed circles in 
Tientsin, according to a report from 
that city, that a number of changes 
in Customs tariffs for North China 
ure at present under consideration... 
It is understood that last month 
the Pelping Provisional Government 
authoritles drew up a lst of Items 
the Importation of which it was pro- 
possd to restrict drastically. The 
Nst is said to comprise 95 numbered 
sections, including alt luxuries, 

The German Chamber of Com- 
merce reports that it bas obtained an 
advance Jist which, it fs stated, would 
later be made available to other Im-~ 
porters, 

The authorities in close touch with 
the Provisional - Government denied 
the reports'‘when they were first 
circulated, and since. the unnounce- 
ment of the. American credit Joan to 
the Chinese Government and the re- 
ported impending British loan, re- 
ports of a revision of the Customs 
tariffs have begun to circulate with 
greater persistency. Rumours go as 
{far ns to suggest that’ there will be a 
prohlbition on the import of all but 
Japancse goods into North China. 


Revenue Increases 


None of these reports or rumours 
can be ‘confirmed, but it is the 
fenerul Impression here that the 
(inal intentions of the Provis{onal 
Government have not’ yet, crystallised. 

Imports into Tientsin’ have ‘in- 
creased heavily durlng recent months 
and Customs revenue has rocketed. 
The increases are gencrally believed 
to indicate, firstiy, that goods are 
again reaching consumers In the 
interior, secondly, that importers in- 
creased their stocks owlng to {curs 
of extreme restrictions ' against im- 


the currency situation resulted fn 
goods -belng hoarded In preference 
to cash.——Reuter, ;
